For  the  University  of  Utah,  it  wasn’t  the  kind  of  afternoon 
anyone  would  want  to  remember.  But  you  can  bet  your  bot¬ 
tom  dollar  the  Cats  of  BYU  loved  every  minute  of  their  56-6 
bopping  of  the  Utes  at  Rice  Stadium. 

Prior  to  Saturday’s  contest,  one  Salt  Lake  City  sports 
writer  noted  the  most  difficult  task  facing  the  BYU  offense 
would  be  -  whoever  would  be  called  on  to  catch  the 
touchdown  pass  trying  to  keep  a  straight  face  as  the  team 
breaks  from  the  huddle. 

Well,  Eric  Lane  was  smiling,  Danny  Plater  was  smiling, 
Scott  Phillips  was  smiling,  Matt  Braga  was  smiling,  Lloyd 
Jones  was  smiling,  Scott  Pettis  was  smiling  —  Clay  Brown 
was  cracking  up.  Not  to  mention  Jim  McMahon’s  grin. 

After  watching  the  impressive  Cougar  attack,  you  got  to 
wonder  just  what  a  serious  defender  must  do  to  stop  this 
slap-happy  bunch. 

And  here’s  the  icing  on  the  cake.  The  BYU  defense  has  a 
sense  of  humor  too. 

Nobody  wearing  red  and  white  got  the  joke. 

BYU’s  passing  game  was  in  full  gear  as  McMahon  hit  on 
21  of  34  attempts,  netting  399  yards  passing.  The  junior 
quarterback  threw  for  three  touchdowns,  two  to  Brown  and 
one  to  Lane.  The  three  TD  passes  brought  McMahon’s 
season  total  to  42  —  a  new  NCAA  record.  He  set  five  other 
NCAA  records  in  the  contest,  including  most  games  gaining 
300  yards  passing,  10  (the  old  mark  was  9,  set  by  Marc 
Wilson). 

Following  the  game,  Cougar  Coach  LaVell  Edwards  had 
nothing  but  praise  for  his  record-setting  quarterback.  “Jim 
had  another  outstanding  game  and  his  pass  to  Clay  Brown 
while  he  was  scrambling  was  one  of  the  big  plays  in  the  game 
—  it  ended  in  a  touchdown.  Jim  is  one  of  the  few  guys 
around  who  can  make  that  kind  of  play.” 

Brown  had  an  exceptional  day  for  the  Cougar  offense.  The 
senior  tight-end  hauled  in  five  passes  for  184  yards,  in¬ 


cluding  a  spectacular  76-yard  touchdown  reception  and  run. 
But  he  wasn’t  alone  in  the  starring  role.  Eric  Lane  scored 
three  touchdowns  for  the  offense,  two  by  land  and  one  by  air. 
The  senior  running  back  brought  in  five  receptions,  but  his 
major  contribution  was  his  first  half  rushing,  when  the  Ute 
defense  was  falling  back  to  cover  the  pass. 

Lane,  and  other  Cougar  runners  —  Pettis,  Phillips, 
Carlsen,  and  McMahon  netted  212  yards  to  Utah’s  125  yards 
rushing.  The  BYU  running  attack  found  daylight  time  and 
time  again  through  the  middle  as  Utah  dropped  back  to 
cover  in  the  secondary. 

Defensively  the  Cougars  were  tough.  The  Utes  moved  the 
ball  with  some  success,  but  consistently  the  Cat  defense  shut 
down  potential  scoring  drives.  Ute  Coach  Wayne  Howard 
said  the  BYU  defense  did  a  solid  job,  “BYU’s  defense  was 
responsible  for  the  win.  Defensively  they’re  pretty  close  to 
Nebraska.”, 

Utah  quarterback  Ricky  Hardin  hit  on  19  of  31  passes  for 
258  yards,  but  was  intercepted  twice  in  BYU  territory  by 
Tom  Holmoe.  Both  of  Holmoe’s  interceptions  stopped  Utah 
drives  and  set  up  BYU  touchdown  drives. 

The  game  was  an  emotional  one,  typical  of  the  BYU -Utah 
tradition.  The  hitting  was  hard,  and  tempers  were  on  the 
steamy  side.  All  the  marbles  were  on  the  line  —  the  WAC 
championship,  a  Holiday  Bowl  berth,  and  braggin’  rights  for 
the  state  of  Utah  (a  lot  of  hot  air  passed  in  the  40  miles  bet¬ 
ween  Provo  and  Salt  Lake  City  last  week  —  did  anyone  ever 
find  that  dead  cougar?). 

Following  the  game,  Edwards  put  it  this  way,  “This  is  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  our  better  championships,  because  our  backs 
were  against  the  wall  after  the  loss  to  New  Mexico.  And 
then,  to  win  here  against  Utah  was  a  big  thrill.  I  was  glad  to 
see  it  come  down  to  BYU  vs.  Utah.” 

You  can  bet  Edwards  was  even  more  glad  to  see  the  final 
score  56-6  in  BYU’s  favor.  The  Cougar  coach  was  all  smiles, 
ear  to  ear  —  just  like  his  boys  in  blue.

Resignation  letters  wanted 

Salt  Lake  City  (AP)  —  The  press  secretary  to  Utah 
Gov.  Scott  Matheson  has  confirmed  the  governor  bas 
asked  for  letters  of  resignation  from  all  top  state  ap¬ 
pointees. 

But  press  secretary  Maggie  Wilde  said  Saturday 
the  governor  asked  for  the  resignations  simply  as  part 
of  a  review  of  appointees  as  Matheson  begins  his 
second  term. 

Ms.  Wilde  said  she  submitted  a  resignation  letter 
herself. 

She  said  it’s  likely  that  some  changes  will  be  made 
among  state  appointees.  She  said  Matheson  plans  to 
accept  or  reject  the  resignations  as  soon  as  possible  so 
as  not  to  keep  the  officials  in  suspense,  but  that  he  is 
busy  now  working  on  a  state  budget  to  submit  to  the 
legislature. 

Hearing  set  on  lands  lease 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  government’s 
system  of  leasing  public  lands  for  oil  and  gas  explora¬ 
tions  and  development  will  be  challenged  by  some  15 
witnesses  at  a  congressional  hearing  Monday  morn¬ 
ing  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  House  subcommittee  on  mines  and  mining, 
chaired  by  Rep.  James  Santini,  D-Nev.,  will  hold  the 
hearing  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Little  America  Hotel,  where 
a  hearing  on  the  Sagebrush  Rebellion  was  conducted 
Saturday. 

In  addition  to  Santini,  Rep.  Dan  Marriott,  R-Utah; 
Rep.  Ray  Kogovsek,  D-Colo.;  and  Rep.  Robert  Whit¬ 
taker,  R-Kan.,  will  sit  on  the  panel. 

Saturday’s  Sagebrush  Rebellion  hearing  concluded 
a  three-day  conference  sponsored  by  the  League  for 
the  Advancement  of  States  Equal  Rights  —  a  group 
the  favors  turning  over  federal  land  to  the  states. 

Many  panelists  at  the  conference  were  witnesses  at 
the  hearing,  which  was  on  Santini’s  bill  to  allow  the 
states  to  assume  control  of  public  lands  if  they  show 
they  can  manage  them  as  well  as  or  better  than  the 
federal  government  can. 


ficulties  in  establishing  good  credit 
with  the  phone  company,  and  phone 
company  discrimination. 

Mountain  Bell  representative  Bruce 
Knight  said  the  company  would  not  go 
before  the  committee  to  defend  Moun¬ 
tain  Bell’s  tariff,  the  document  stating 
company  policy,  against  the  charges 
made  by  the  Ombudsman. 

“Because  of  the  seriousness  of  the 
BYU  situation,  it  would  best  be  han¬ 
dled  by  dealing  with  Mountain  Bell 
directly,”  said  Knight,  who  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  issuance  of  the  tariff,  in  effect 
since  Jan.  28,  1980.  “So  far,  the  BYU 
students  have  not  dealt  with  the  right 
party.” 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  tariff 
was  not  designed  to  outline  exact 
procedures,  but  was  intended  to  be  a 
general  guideline  open  enough  to 
“hopefully  not  discriminate-  against 
anybody.” 

“The  wording  of  the  tariff  and  the 
statements  in  the  Mountain  Bell 
phone  book  leave  the  company  able  to 
interpret  such  policy  however  they 
would  like,”  said  Miss  Bond.  “We  can 
find  no  system  by  which  the  policy  is 
applied.” 

Miss  Bond  also  said  students  were 
not  informed  of  the  deposit  policy 
while  applying  for  phone  service. 

“The  refusal  to  give  information  is  a 
real  concern  to  us,”  said  Miss  Bond. 
“Mountain  Bell  refused  to  give  us  a 
copy  of  the  tariff,  saying  that  we  had  to 
obtain  a  court  order  first.  The  phone 
company  also  requested  that  we  not 
publish  their  deposit  policy.” 

Knight  said  the  tariff  was  available 
for  public  inspection  in  Mountain  Bell 
offices  at  any  time,  but  copies  of  tbe 
document  might  not  be  available 
because  of  many  recent  requests  for 
copies. 


Although  Mountain  Bell  does  not 
freely  disclose  its  own  policy,  it  does 
discuss  confidential  information  with 
third  parties,  said  Miss  Bond. 

“In-many  cases,  the  phone  company 
representative  will  tell  roommates  or 
fellow  employees  to  relay  a  message 
threatening  disconnection  if  deposits 
aren’t  paid,”  she  said.  “The  phone 
company  has  also  sent  ‘confirmation 
notices’  of  matters  never  agreed  to.” 

The  committee  appointed  Joseph  L. 
Ingles,  an  administrative  secretary,  to 
aid  the  Ombudsman  and  other  con¬ 
sumers  in  presenting  their  case  to 
Mountain  Bell  in  the  dealings  before 
Dec.  19. 

Others  at  the  meeting  to  discjuss 
problems  with  Mountain  Bell  were 
Mrs.  Robert  C.  Anderson  of  Pleasant 
Grove  and  Bruce  Plank,  a  represen¬ 
tative  of  Utah  Legal  Services. 

Mrs.  Anderson  said  once  a  customer 
was  in  a  bad  credit  position  with 
Mountain  Bell,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  re-establish  good  standing  with  the 
company. 

Discrimination  against  foreigners  by 
Mountain  Bell  was  Plank’s  concern. 
Plank  said  he  specifically  represented 
a  group  of  Indochinese  who  were  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  deposits  of  more  than 
$300,  simply  on  the  basis  of  non¬ 
citizenship. 

The  Ombudsman  request  to  speak 
before  the  committee  came  as  a  result 
of  more  than  140  complaints  by  BYU 
students,  said  Miss  Bond. 

“This  meeting  is  only  the  first  step 
in  solving  the  problem,”  she  said.  “We 
are  by  no  means  finished.  Hopefully, 
we  can  make  sufficient  changes  to 
solve  the  problem  permanently.  We 
can  still  use  additional  cases  to  sup¬ 
port  our  points  and  the  petition  is  still 
being  signed  by  students.”

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Utah  processing  plant 
last  stop  for  turkeys

Benjamin  Franklin 
wanted  them  to  be  the 
national  bird;  others  say 
the  fowl  are  some  of  the 
stupidest  creatures  on 
earth;  but,  most  say 
turkeys  are  just 
delicious. 

The  holiday  which 
those  birds  dread  most  is 
almost  here;  So,  The 
Daily  Universe  sent  an 
investigative  team  to  the 
turkey  captial  of  Utah, 
at  Moroni  in  Sanpete 
County,  to  see  how  the 
birds  are  taking  it. 

They’re  losing  their 
heads  over  the  deal. 

The  Moroni  Feed 
Company  operates  one 
of  the  largest  turkey 
processing  plants  in  the 
world.  It  currently  is  in 
operation  only  seven 
months  of  the  year,  but

has  probably  the 
greatest  daily  produc¬ 
tion  of  any  plant  of  its 
type,  said  Frank  Cook, 
assistant  manager  of  the 
plant. 

The  feed  company,  a 
cooperative  of  about  100 
members,  runs  a  variety 
of  operations  which  take 
the  turkeys  from  the  egg 
to  the  table. 

The  cooperative  has  a 
breeder  farm  in  St. 
George  and  a  hatchery, 
not  to  mention  its  own 
modern  feed  mill  in 
Moroni. 

Growers  receive  poults 
(baby  turkeys)  only  one 
day  after  they  have 
hatched,  after  they  have 
been  classified  ac¬ 
cording  to  sex  and  vac¬ 
cinated. 

The  turkeys  lead  a 
rather  soft  life  eating 
grain  and  getting  fat, 


but  that  life  lasts  only 
about  18  weeks  for  hens 
and  20  to  30  weeks  for 
Toms.  Then  they  visit 
the  processsing  plant, 
which  is  a  polite  word  for 
slaughter  house. 

Individual  growers 
operate  farms  of  bet¬ 
ween  8,000  and  120,000 
turkeys.  Some  of  the 
growers  claim  the  birds 
are  really  quite  stupid. 

“If  something  like  a 
hawk  spooks  them,  they 
tend  to  run  to  a  corner  of 
the  pen  and  pile  up  on 
one  another,  suffocating 


valley  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  will  see 
large  flocks  of  white  or 
gray  feathered  turkeys 
in  all  directions. 

However,  during  Oc¬ 
tober  and  November  the 
real  action  is  at  the 
processing  plant. 

Turkeys  arrive  at  the 
plant  in  trucks  and  are 
loaded  while  still  alive 
upside  down  on  an 
overhead  converyor 
chain  toward  the 
slaughter. 

After  the  birds  have 
been  killed,  a  machine 


Turkeys  are  transported  along  an  overhead  conveyor  chain  to  be 
packaged  at  a  turkey  processing  plant  in  Moroni,  Utah.

some  of  the  birds,”  said 
Bart  Kellett,  a 
sophomore  from  Moroni 
majoring  in  computer 
science,  whose  family 
operates  a  turkey  farm. 

“There  are  10  children 
in  the  family  and  we  all 
helped  take  care  of  the 
turkeys.  Our  family 
usually  raised  between 
60,000  and  80,000  birds 
per  year.” 

Their  daily  routine  in¬ 
cluded  getting  out  of  bed 
early  in  the  morning  to 
water  and  feed  the 
turkeys  as  well  as  to. 
remove  the  dead  birds 
among  the  flock. 

“We  usually  lose  six  or 
seven  birds  every  day 
because  they  would  kill 
each  other,”  Kellett 
said,  “They  single  out  a 
weak  bird  and  peck  at  it 
until  it  dies. 

“We  remove  their  up¬ 
per  beaks  when  they  are 
only  a  week  old  because 
they  have  a  tendency  to 
peck  at  each  other  from 
the  time  they  are  very 
young. 

Almost  everyone  in 
Moroni  is  involved  in 
turkey  growing  and  it  is 
actually  quite 

profitable,  he  said. 

Not  only  are  may  peo¬ 
ple  involved  in  turkey 
growing  in  Moroni,  but 
many  residents  of  San¬ 
pete  Valley  are  involved 
in  the  industry.  Anyone 
passing  through  the 


automatically  removes 
their  feathers  and  the 
turkeys  are  taken  off  the 
chain  and  put  on 
another. 

The  body  cavities  are 
then  opened  and  federal 
inspectors  examine  the 
birds  for  quality.  Rejects 
are  removed  from  the 
production  line  and  are 
taken  to  the  by-products 
department  at  the  plant. 

After  inspection,  a 
machine  automatically 
removes  the  heads  and 
1  the  body  cavity  is 
thoroughly  cleaned  out. 
The  necks,  hearts,  livers 
and  kidneys  are  also  cut 
off  to  be  included  as 
giblets  in  the  packaged 
turkeys. 

The  birds  are  then 
placed  into  an  ice  water 
bath  to  cool  them  down 
from  their  108  degree 
live  body  temperature  to 
50  degrees  for  packag- 


machine  are  vacuum 
packed,  weighed  and 
labled. 

The  packaged  turkeys 
are  put  into  boxes  and 
frozen  in  a  process  which 
takes  eight  hours.  Af¬ 
terwards  they  are  stored 
for  shipping  in  a  large 
warehouse  area  main¬ 
tained  at  -10  degrees 
Farenheit. 

Turkeys  for  the 
Thanksgiving  table  are 
not  the  only  thing 
produced  at  the  plant. 
Modern  technology  has 


stitutional  use  in  hotels 
and  restaurants,  Cook 
said. 


“Our  operation  is  uni¬ 
que  because  over  50  per¬ 
cent  of  the  total  tonage 
produced  is  from  big  in¬ 
stitutional  Tom  turkeys, 
he  said.  Some  of  the 
largest  turkeys  weigh 
well  over  40  pounds. 


About  80  percent  of 
the  turkeys  received  by 
the  plant  are  A  grades. 
All  lower  grades  are 
usually  cut  up  and  made 


The  turkeys  lead  a  rather  soft  life  eating  grain  and 
getting  fat.  but  that  life  lasts  only  about  1 8  weeks  for 
hens  and  20  to  30  weeks  for  Toms.  Then  they  visit 
the  processing  plant,  which  is  a  polite  word  for 
slaughter  house. 


made  it  possible  to  make 
turkey  hot  dogs,  turkey 
ham,  turkey  steaks, 
boneless  pressed  turkeys 
and  ground  turkey  with 
a  taste  and  texture 
similar  to  that  of  ham¬ 
burger. 

“We  don’t  waste 
much.  Even  the  feathers 
are  made  by  cooking 
into  a  high-protein  meal

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The  time  lapse  from 
when  the  birds  arrive  to 
when  they  are  placed 
into  the  ice  water  bath  is 
just  a  few  minutes. 

After  the  cold  water 
bath,  the  turkeys  again 
are  put  on  a  conveyor 
chain  to  transport  them 
to  the  packaging  area 
and  allow  the  water  to 
drip  off  them  during 
their  journey. 

The  birds  are 
manually  put  into 
plastic  bags,  then  by 


A  meat  meal  is  also 
made  at  the  plant  from 
the  heads,  feet,  and  in¬ 
sides  of  the  turkeys  as 
well  as  the  birds  rejected 
by  the  inspectors.  The 
meal  is  mixed  in  with 
grain  and  fed  to  turkeys 
and  other  animals. 

The  turkeys  weighing 
up  to  about  22  pounds 
are  for  commercial  use 
and  may  well  eiid  up  on 
your  Thanksgiving 
table.

dents,  from  Ft.  Myers,

“A  crowd  started  for¬ 
ming  the  minute  we 
started  putting  up  our 
signs.  We  had  planned 
to  have  people  from  our 
class  pose  as  regular  stu¬ 
dents  to  start  question¬ 
ing  us,  but  they  weren’t 
needed,”  he  said. 

Some  of  the  students 
dressed  in  red  football 
jerseys  and  sweaters, 
posted  signs  predicting  a 
48-13  win  for  Utah  and 
were  passing  out  flyers 
advertising  a  victory 
dance  for  Ute  fans  to  be 
held  after  the  game. 

“At  first,  most  stu¬ 
dents  were  just  curious, 
then  as  the  crowd  grew 
larger  they  also  became 
increasingly  violent,” 
said  Ryan  Tibbits,  a 
junior  from  Rexburg, 
Idaho. 


Students  in  the  class 
reported  other  BYU  stu¬ 
dents  ripped  down  their 
signs,  one  was 
threatened  with 
physical  harm  for  pass¬ 
ing  out  flyers  and  some 
students  climbed  on  top 
of  the  building  to  pour 
water  on  the  fake  Utes’ 


heads  but  decided 
against  doing  so. 

Most  students 
casually  watched,  but 
sometimes  broke  into 
cheers,  as  fellow  BYU 
students  contended  with 
the  experimenters  as  to 
which  football  team  was 
the  best. 


Several  students  of¬ 
fered  up  to  $20  bets  on 
the  game’s  outcome  to 
the  experimenters  as  the 
crowd  vocally  urged 
them  to  put  their  money 
where  there  mouth  (or 
foot)  was. 

“U  of  U”  jokes  were 
yelled  by  members  of 


the  crowd.  An  example 
was,  “Why  do  U  of  U 
coeds  wear  high  heels? 
So  their  knuckles  won’t 
drag  on  the  ground.” 

Permission  for  the  ex¬ 
periment  was  obtained 
by  the  students  from  un- 
iversity  officials, 
Johnson  said.  Ironically, 
members  of  the  football 
and  basketball  teams 
were  among  the  students 
conducting  the  experi¬ 
ment,  and  others 
classified  themselves  as 
fanatic  BYU  football 
supporters. 

“The  experiment  tur¬ 
ned  out  pretty  much  as 
we  suspected  it  would,” 
Johnson  said.

ready  for  their  long  treks 
home.  Car  maintenance 
is  an  essential  part  of 
this  preparation. 

It’s  very  important  to 
get  cars  ready  for  winter, 
said  Robert  Brenner,  a 
BYU  instructor  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Education. 
“Some  people  wait  until 
the  first  big  storm  before 
they  put  snow  tires  on 
the  car.  Others  think 
that  if  they  have  snow 
tires  that’s  all  they  need 
to  be  ready  for  the  ice 
and  cold.  There’s  a  lot 
more  to  it  than  that.” 

Students  should 
create  a  ‘winterizing’ 
checklist  for  their 
automobiles,  said  Bren¬ 
ner.  “There  are  10  basic 
areas  to  check  in  prepar¬ 
ing  for  trips.” 

Oil  and  antifreeze 
should  be  checked  and 
changed  if  necessary.  Oil 
should  be  changed  to  a 
winter-grade  if  it’s  not 
an  all-weather  oil. 

Besides  testing  the  car 
battery’s  strength,  ter¬ 
minal  posts  should  be 
cleaned  free  of  corrosion. 
“Students  should  know 
how  to  use  jumper 
cables  and  should  have 
them  in  their  car,” 
Brenner  said. 

Brake  fluid  level 
should  be  checked; 
brake  lines  should  be 
checked  for  rust  and 
worn  parts. 

Windshield  wipers 
should  be  in  good  condi¬ 
tion  so  they  don’t  cause 
streaks  that  obscure  vi¬ 
sion,  he  said.  “Students 
may  also  want  to  pour  a 
prepared  washer  mix  or 
a  50/50  blend  of  water 
and  antifreeze  in  their 
windshield  washer.” 

Exhaust  systems 
should  be  checked  for 
leaks.  “They  can  be  par¬ 
ticularly  hazardous  in 
winter  when  driving 
with  the  windows  tightly 
closed.  Carbon  monox- 


Tires  should  have 
tread  across  the  entire 


width.  Snow  tires  of  less 
than  50%  original  tread 
lose  much  of  their  trac¬ 
tion,  said  Brenner.  “If 
this  is  the  case,  chains 
should  be  used.  Also, 
there  should  be  not  cuts 
or  deep  scrapes  on  the 


sidewalls.  Broken  or 
damaged  links  should  be 
checked  for.” 

An  ice  scraper  should 
be  kept  handy  for  clear¬ 
ing  windows,  he  said. 
“It’s  a  good  idea  to  keep 
a  small  bag  of  sand  or 


rock  salt  and  a  tow 
chain.”  ,  „  : . 

A  good  wax  will  pre¬ 
vent  the  car  from  winter 
moisture  and  salt,  said 
Brenner.

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Cagers  top  Polish  team

Sometimes  a  halftime  break  can  make  all  the  dif¬ 
ference. 

That’s  what  the  BYU  cagers  proved  when  they  ex¬ 
ploded  in  the  second  half  of  their  93-78  victory  over 
the  Polish  National  team  Friday  in  the  Marriott  Cen- 


“We  didn’t  play  well  the  first  half,”  said  Coach 
Frank  Arnold.  “At  half-time,  I  just  told  the  kids  if  we 
played  our  regular  type  of  game,  we’d  win.” 

All-American  Danny  Ainge  led  the  Cougars  with  25 
points,  followed  closely  by  Fred  Roberts,  who  scored 
16  of  his  23  points  in  the  second  half.  Roberts  excited 
the  audience  with  his  tip-in  points  and  blocked  shots. ' 

Rebounds  were  the  story  in  the  second  half.  BYU 
outrebounded  its  opponents  31-17  after  an  even  first 
half.  Steve  Trumbo  earned  most  of  the  credit  by  pull¬ 
ing  down  14  t.>  lead  all  players. 

The  score  was  tied  43-all  at  half-time,  with  the 
score  tied  five  times  and  the  lead  changing  hands  six 
times.  Neither  team  could  pull  ahead. 

But  the  magic  returned  and  the  Cougars  outscored 
the  Polish  team  10-2  in  the  opening  minutes  of  the 
second  half.  From  there,  it  was  BYU’s  game,  and  the 
Cougars  gave  the  fans  a  hope  for  things  to  come. 

“The  Polish  team  was  getting  tired  in  the  second 
half,”  said  Arnold,  who  noted  their  road  trip  of  10 
games  in  18  days.  In  that  road  trip,  the  Polish  team 
picked  up  a  2-8  record,  losing  to  Notre  Dame  Thurs¬ 
day  101-91. 

Steve  Craig,  who  did  not  start  the  game,  led  the 
team  with  six  assists  and  added  15  points  to  boot. 
“Craig  has  exceptional  penetration  in  the  middle,” 
said  Arnold.  “He  gives  us  a  factor  we  haven’t  had  for 
awhile.” 


Arnold  said  Steve  Trumbo’s  performance  of  14 
rebounds  and  15  points  about  “locked  down”  the 
starting  forward  position  for  him.  Arnold  refused  to 
comment  on  the  other  starting  position,  because  a 
battler  is  still  underway  between  guards  Greg  Ballif 
and  Craig. 

The  Polish  team’s  shoot  percentage  was  hurting.  It 
hit  only  40  percent  of  the  field  goal  attempts.  BYU 
had  56  percent. 

The  Cougars  made  only  55  percent  of  their  free 
throws  in  the  first  half,  but  climbed  to  86  percent  in 
the  second  half  to  average  68  percent.  The  Polish 
team  had  62  percent. 

Greg  Kite,  the  6-11  center  replacing  Alan  Taylor, 
finished  with  six  points  and  six  rebounds.

Whales' 
death  is 
puzzling 

ST.  AUGUSTINE, 
Fla.  (AP)  —  Ten  sperm 
whales  were  found  dead 
in  a  shallow  inlet  in 
northern  Florida  and 
puzzled  biologists  said 
Sunday  the  mammals 
may  have  gotten  lost  on 
their  way  back  to  deep 
seas. 

But  preliminary 
studies  of  the  carcasses 
revealed  no  clear  cause 
for  Saturday’s  mass 
beaching  in  Camachee 
Cove,  just  a  narrow  inlet 
away  from  the  safe,|leep 
water  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean,  the  experts  iaid. 

They  were  as  puzzled 
over  the  beaching  as 
they  were  last  year  when 
41  huge  sperm  whales 
died  after  coming  ashore 
near  Florence,  Ore. 

“These  are  normally  a 
deep-ocean  whale,”  said 
Ed  Asper,  a  marine 
biologist  and  curator  of  a 
marine  attraction  near 
Orlando,  Fla.  “Why 
they  headed  this  way  is 
a  question  mark.” 

One  would-be  rescuer 
described  the  sperm 
whales  as  “the  kind  you 
think  of  when  you  think 
of  Moby  Dick.”  Moby 
Dick,  the  whale  in  Her¬ 
man  Melville’s  classic 
novel,  was  an  albino 
sperm  whale. 

The  whales  entered 
the  inlet  near  this 
Coastal  town  shortly  af¬ 
ter  daybreak  Saturday 
and  were  dead  within  13 
hours,  despite  attempts 
to  herd  them  back  to 
deeper  water.  They 
ranged  in  length  from  14 
to  just  over  30  feet,  and 
,  the  largest  weighed  as 
much  as  six  or  seven 
tons. 

Initial  reports  in¬ 
dicated  as  many  as  15 
whales  entered  the  inlet. 

Asp'er,  fellow  workers 
from  Ocean  World  Inc. 
and  other  marine  ex¬ 
perts  from  state  and 
federal  agencies  spent 
the  night  cutting  open 
the  10  whales  stranded 
in  the  cove,  taking  tissue 
samples  and  vital 
organs. 

“We  didn’t  find 
anything  obvious,” 
Asper  said.  “It  will  be  a 
couple  of  weeks  before 
we  get  any  results  from 
the  tissue  studies.” 

Even  then,  he  said, 
there  may  be  no  clear 
picture  on  why  the 
whales  beached  them¬ 
selves. 

Beachings  by  deep¬ 
water  animals  such  as 
sperm  whales  and  cer¬ 
tain  species  of  dolphins 
occur  from  time  to  time 
but  are  not  common, 
Asper  said.  Beachings 
by  shallow-water  or 
coastal  animals,  such  a

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Doobie  Brothers:  two  shows  in  one 


Doobie  fan  taken

The  20,000  plus  fans  who  packed  the  Marriott  Cen¬ 
ter  Saturday  night  to  “Listen  to  the  Music”  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  “music”  is  certainly  not  what  it  used 
to  be. 


Indeed,  time  and  its  accompanying  changes  has 
wrought  such  a  transition  on  the  musical  style  of 
“The  Doobie  Brothers”  that  they  have  little  more 
than  a  copyright  claim  on  their  songs  of  the  “Listen 
to  the  Music”  days. 

Pat  Simmons  is  the  only  surviving  Doobie  from 
that  period,  and  the  man  who  actually  wrote  all  those 
well-known  hard-rockers,  Tom  Johnston,  left  the 
group  in  1975.  Michael  McDonald  saved  the  band 
from  a  quiet  death  when  he  joined  the  group  and 
wrote  their  first  hit  in  two  years,  “Takin’  it  to  the 
Streets.”  His  style,  however,  bears  little  resemblance 
to  the  group  that  started  out  playing  for  Hell’s  Angels 
and  other  biker-type  audiences  ten  years  ago. 

So,  those  who  paid  eight  dollars  a  seat  saw  two 
bands  for  the  price  of  one,  though  maybe  with  half 


the  satisfaction.  But  that’s  the  way  the  Doobies  ap¬ 
parently  wanted  it,  because  they  set  the  pattern  for 
the  whole  concert  with  their  first  three  numbers.  Ex¬ 
ploding  onto  the  stage  in  a  powerful  electric  number, 
lead  guitarist  Pat  Simmons  and  newest  addition  to 
the  band,  John  McFee,  battled  out  the  lead  of 
“Cheat  the  Hangman”  and  moved  immediately  into 
another  of  their  pre-McDonald  classics,  “Take  Me  in 
Your  Arms.”  Finally,  they  rounded  out  the  trio  with 
one  of  their  newest  songs,  written  of  course  by 
McDonald,  “Depending  on  You.”  And  that’s  the  way 
the  rest  of  the  concert  went  —  electric  hard-rockers 
set  between  the  contemporary  jazz-inflected 
nightclub  music  of  McDonald. 

The  contrast  between  these  two  styles  lended  a 
feeling  of  discontinuity  to  the  performance,  but  the 
audience  handled  it  typically  well  by  standing  on  the 
old-style  songs,  and,  for  the  most  part,  sitting  during 
the  newer  songs. 

Taken  separately,  both  styles  were  performed  with 
precision,  and  with  an  electric  power  not  often  heard 
in  the  Marriott  Center.  Despite  the  absence  of  most

well  trained  voices  and 
the  chorus  is  responsible 
for  creating  some  of  the 
most  magical  moments 
in  the  musical. 

Another  strength  of 
the  production  has  to  be 
the  authentic  Scottish 
Highland  dancing. 
Several  very  difficult 
numbers  are  presented 
with  precision  and  ex¬ 
pertise.  Calvin 
Archibald,  Harry, 
dances  several  solos  of 
competition  quality.  A 
sword  dance  featuring 
the  men  in  the  show  is 
very  exciting  to  watch, 
and  a  number  featuring 
the  youngest  male  cast 
members  (ages  4  to  6 
years)  is  impressive. .  As 
is  typical  of  many 
authentic  folkdances, 
the  numbers  in  this 
show  are  long,  too  long 
in  fact.  The  dancing  is 
very  well  done  there  is 
just  too  much  of  it. 

Bruce  Hertford,  and 
his  wife  Carol  keep  the 
audience  laughing  and 
present  the  best  perfor¬ 
mances.  Hertford  plays 
one  of  the  hunters,  Jeff, 
who  drinks  up  a  storm  as 
he  tries  to  stay  out  of  the 
grips  of  Meg.  Hertford 
tosses  witty  lines  to  the 
audience  and  adds  a 
dimension  of  interest  to 
scenes  he  is  in.  Mrs. 
Hertford’s  portrayal  of 
Meg,  the  robust,  man- 
hungry  milkmaid,  is 
well  developed  and  con¬ 
sistent.

band  members  who  originally  performed  them,  songs 
like  “Black  Water,”  “Long  Train  Running,”  and 
“Without  Love”  brought  the  audience  to  their  feet 
time  and  time  again  because  of  the  driving  intensity 
of  both  guitar  and  vocals.  Ironically,  “Jesus  Is  Just 
Alright”  climaxed  the  performance  of  the  Doobie’s 
old  classics,  and  probably  the  concert  itself. 

The  newer  music,  though  less  intense,  was  almost 
as  satisfying  as  the  older  hits,  thanks  to  the  radio 
time  much  of  it  has  received  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  Doobies  have  been  described  as  “one  of  the 
flushest,  smoothest  groups  in  pop  rock,”  and  their 
new  music,  with  its  slicker  and  more  synthetic  sound, 
fits  in  well  with  the  80’s.  “Real  Love,”  “Comfort 
Me,”  and  songs  off  their  newest  album  like  “Keep 
That  Train  Rolling”  provided  the  perfect  setting  for 
McDonald’s  R  &  B  voice  and  Cornelius  Bumpus’  sax¬ 
ophone. 

The  performance  at  the  Marriott  Center  was  the 
last  in  a  twelve-week  tour,  and  admittedly  some 
spontaneity  was  missing  from  the  performance.  It 
seemed  a  bit  too  planned  when  Simmons  hopped 
Springsteen-like  from  the  stage  and  strolled  up  the 
arena  stairs  playing  his  guitar,  and  in  fact  it  distrac¬ 
ted  from  one  of  Bumpus’  solos  which  immediately 
followed. 

The  first  encore  number,  “What  a  Fool  Believes,” 
was  too  sedate  to  satisfactorily  finish  the  perfor¬ 
mance,  but  in  keeping  with  the  pattern  set  at  the 
beginning  of  the  show,  the  Doobies  fortunately  added 
one  of  their  earliest  hits,  “Listen  to  the  Music”  as  a 
closer.  The  choice  of  order  reveals  which  of  the  “two” 
bands  that  played  is  the  most  ultimately  satisfying.
